For collar, wrap ruffle 
around neck and glue overlap¬ 
ping ends at back. 

For balloons, wrap end of 
12” length white chenille stem 
around bottom of 2” yellow pom.

Repeat 
with blue and green 2” poms. 
Twist together stems 2” from 
bottom. Fan out ends. Glue twist 
area to front of topper between 
sleeves and over shoulder. 
(NOTE: Hot glue holds stems 
more securely.) 

For mittens, trace and cut 
two mittens from blue felt 
according to pattern. Glue 
clown’s right mitten overlapping 
one chenille stem end with 
straight edge touching pom 
sleeve. Glue clown’s left mitten 
similarly, overlapping twist in 
chenille stems. 

Trace and cut two shoes 
from red felt according to pat¬ 
tern. Glue straight edges of 
shoes 3/8” under base front, 1/4” 
apart, with toes angled out. Tie 
6” length ribbon into bow and 
glue to top of shoe. Repeat for 
other shoe. 

Glue 1/4” pom poms random¬ 
ly onto topper and base. (Hint: 
Glue all of one color at a time to 
distribute evenly.) 

For nose, glue 1/2” red pom 
to center of face. Trace and cut 
mouth from pink felt according 
to pattern. Glue directly under 
nose. Bend 1-1/2” red chenille 
stem into smile and glue to cen¬ 
ter of mouth. 

Trace and cut two eyes from 
blue felt according to pattern. 


Glue with bottom points slightly 
overlapping corners of mouth. 
Glue wiggle eyes in centers of 
felt eyes. 

For hair, glue together ends 
of loopy yarn, see pattern on 
page 53.

Let dry. Insert eight (3” length) 
green stems into cylinder. 

! Repeat for other leg. Crimp and 
tuck 1/2” end of leg and glue to 
one side of base, gently bending 
so that leg extends to the front. 
Repeat for other leg. Crimp and 
tuck 1/2” end of leg and glue to 
one side of base, gently bending 
so that leg extends to the front. 
Repeat for other leg. 

Trace and cut two feet from 
green felt according to pattern. 
Apply glue to leg cylinders. 

Press feet,with toes pointed up, 
onto open end of cylinders. 

For arms, roll 3” square green 
felt into cylinder with ends slight¬ 
ly overlapping and glue. Let dry. 
Insert four 2-1/2” lengths of green 
stems into cylinder. Repeat for 
other arm. Crimp and tuck 1/2” 
end of arm and glue to topper 1” 
down from neck at sides. Bend as 



shown in photo. 

Trace and cut two hands from 
green felt according to pattern. 
Apply glue to arm cylinders. 

Press hands onto open end of 
cylinders, with fingers pointed up. 

Trace and cut head bumps 
from green felt according to pat¬ 
tern. Twist together two 3” 
length green chenille stems and 
glue lengthwise along center 
fold. Fold bumps in half, align¬ 
ing points, and glue. Use 
clothespins to hold until dry. 
Apply glue to fold of head 
bumps. With elongated end at 
forehead, press and bend head 
bumps along back of head stop¬ 
ping at neck. 

Trace and cut back bumps 
and tail from green felt according 
to pattern. (Note: Pattern is in 
two sections. Trace sections 
together, matching dotted lines, 
and cut in one piece.) Twist 
together two 9” length green che¬ 
nille stems and glue lengthwise 
along center fold. Fold bumps in 


half, aligning points, and glue. 
Use clothespins to hold until dry. 
Apply straight line of glue from 
neck to bottom of topper (only). 
With wider end at neck, press 
back bumps to back of topper. 
Bend tail out at base and bend 
end of tail slightly down. 

From felt, cut two large 
(green) and two small (white) 
eyes according to patterns. Glue 
green eyes onto white eyes align¬ 
ing narrow ends. Glue 10mm 
wiggle eyes onto green felt eyes 
at narrow end. Glue completed 
eyes onto head. 

For nostrils, squeeze two 
dots white dimensional paint 
onto plastic wrap. Let dry. Peel 
from plastic wrap and glue to 
muzzle. 

For mouth, bend and glue a 
1” length red chenille stem into 
slight curve and glue under nos¬ 
trils. 

Wrap ribbon around neck 
and tie into bow. Cut “V” notch 
into bow ends. ■

For wings, wire 2” contrast¬ 
ing wired ribbon in center and 
glue above arms in back. 

From pearls, cut 2” length 
for halo; 9” length for bow and 9” 
length for hanger. Glue mirror 
as face, using photo as a guide 
for placement. Glue halo around 
top of mirror. Make a two loop 
bow and glue at neck. Glue 
hanger to back of skirt. ■

Wash and dry T-shirts following 
the manufacturer’s laundering 
instructions. It is very important to 
pre-wash the shirts to remove sizing 
before applying the glue, as the glue 
will not adhere well to sizing. Do 
not use fabric softeners in the wash¬ 
er or dryer. 

Lay shirts evenly on top of each 
other on a rotary cutter mat. 

Using rotary cutter, cut a large 
squiggle into the T-shirts, from top 
right to bottom left of shirt, using 
photo as a guide. Switch one half of 
each color shirt. For new shirt, line 
up edges of squiggle, overlapping at 
least 1/4”. 

To create a fine line of glue, 
apply a 2-1/2” long piece of tape to 
the glue bottle to form a narrow 
cone. Apply glue along edge of squig¬ 
gle, making sure a fine, but solid 
line of glue is applied. 

To make appliques, follow the 
fusible web instructions on page 52 to 
apply web to fabric. Cut desired 
shapes from the fabric. 

To apply appliques to the shirt, 
follow the fusing instructions on 
page 52. 

Embellish shirts as desired with 
fabric paint and sprinkle wet paint 
with glitter. 

To care for your garment, do not 
wash for at least a week. Treat as a 
fine washable. Turn inside out and, 
for best results, hand wash and 
hang to dry. ■

Cut around foil leaving 
1/4” excess around feather. 
Fold excess to back of feather 
and glue. NOTE: A£ the top 
of the feather, fold and glue 
foil over, leaving a hole for 
the waxed linen thread to be 
threaded through. 

While glue is still wet, 
make lines with toothpick 
coming out from the center of 
the feather. NOTE: Do not 
press too hard with the tooth¬ 
pick or the foil may - tear. 

To antique foil, mix black 
paint and a small amount of 


water on waxed paper. Apply 
to feather with paintbrush. 
While feather is still wet, wipe 
off excess with paper towel. 
Allow to dry completely. 

For a protective finish, 
brush on a coat of Right-On 
and allow to dry. 

String foil feather to cen¬ 
ter of waxed linen thread. 

Add beads using photo as a 
guide. Tie knots in waxed 
linen, thread to separate 
beads, using photo as a guide. 
Tie ends of waxed linen 
thread together to finish. ■

She walks to the edge of imagination and back all the time 
meeting new friends like Daphne Anne who, as the story goes, is 
absorbed with the colors and forms of life surrounding her. 
Drawing with a sense of humor, she has been known to trick people 
into seeing things that don’t actually exist. Perched on a tree stump 
with sketchpad and colored chalk. Daphne Anne reminds us to pass 
through life seeing rather than looking. 


With those words of wis¬ 
dom welcome to the wonder¬ 
ful world of Pippsywoggins— 
wee folk who dwell in places 
just outside human civiliza¬ 
tion and in the vivid imagina¬ 
tion of sculptor and story¬ 
teller Maureen Carlson. 

I recently talked with 
Maureen from her home in 
Prior Lake, Minnesota. First 
up, how did she come to cre¬ 
ate these beautiful hand 
crafted little characters? 

What were her influences? 
Well, first there was the 
dairy farm in Elsie, Michigan 
where she grew up. Or more 
precisely, the surrounding 
woods, creeks, gardens, and 
fields where she learned 
and played. 

Then years later in 1979 
Maureen, now a Minnesota 
resident, became involved 
with the local Renaissance 
Festival (it was to become a 
13 year, 7 weekends a year 
involvement—with crowds of 
20,000-30,000 people each 
weekend) taking up residence 
in full costume in a geodesic 
dome where she transformed 
herself into an earth mother 
of sorts—people seemed to 
identify with the fantasy per¬ 
son she became. It was in this 
environment that the 
Pippsywoggins first came to 
life. Children at the festival 
would help Maureen develop 
characters and stories. Her 
ideas were also influenced by 
other fantasy dwellers 


like gnomes, elves, trolls, 
and hobbits, the world of 
J.R.R. Tolkien and other 
inventive writers. 

Through Maureen’s 
sculpting and storytelling, 
the Pips come alive with 
traits good and bad, yet won¬ 
derfully lovable and “human”. 

During the harsh 
Minnesota winters, explains 
Maureen, the Pippsywoggins 
live under her studio (which 
is in a wooded area set off 
from the house)—where 
escaping heat, leaves, and 
discarded yarn keep them 
warm. As spring approaches, 
they head back to their own 
homes. According to 
Pippsywoggin Gertrude 
Gretchen, the Pips enjoy their 
winters of togetherness but 
without the summers of 
aloneness to listen to their 
own thoughts, they would go 
slowly mad. 

From philosophy to mar¬ 
keting—just how did the Pips 
get to the people? Enter 
Cindy Groom Harry- Vice 
President of Design and 
Public Relations at Craft 
Marketing Connections, Inc. 
(CMC) in Iretons, Iowa. In a 
recent phone interview Cindy 
recalled her first introduction 
to Maureen and the Pips. 

Two years ago she and 
Maureen happened to both be 
attending the same Society of 
Craft Designers seminar 
where Cindy saw Maureen’s

To make pattern, measure, 
mark and cut out a rectangle

tissue in half lengthwise. Draw 
a straight line between the end 
of the folded edge and the previ¬ 
ous marked point, see diagram 
1. Cut along line through both 
layers of paper. Unfold paper for 
purse pattern which includes 
1/2” seam allowances. 

Following pattern, cut two 
from fabric and one from inter¬ 
facing. Trim 1/2” seam allowance 
from all edges of interfacing. 
Fuse interfacing to wrong side of 
one fabric piece following manu¬ 
facturer’s instructions. 

Using paper pattern, cut one 
from fusible web. Measure and 
mark 1/2” from all edges. Insert 
scissor into center of web and 
trim along markings, leaving a 
narrow border strip of web. 
Follow instructions on page 52 
to iron fusible web border to 
right side of second purse fabric 
piece, see diagram 2. 


Remove paper backing. With 
right sides of fabric together fol¬ 
low the fusing instructions on 
page 52 to fuse all edges, leaving 
a small opening to turn. Trim 
1/4” from all edges. Turn to right 
side through opening. Turn in 
seam allowances, and fuse open¬ 
ing closed. 

Keeping long edges even, 
measure and fold up 5” on 
squared edge of purse. Glue long 
edges together. 

Glue each rose of rose gar¬ 
land to pocket area of purse 
along sides and bottom. Space 
roses close together, allowing 
joining ribbon to loop up 
between flowers. 

Glue rose bud garland along 
angled edges of purse flap. 

Space rose buds approximately 
3/4” apart, allow joining ribbon 
to loop up between buds. 

Glue additional roses or lace 
medallion to purse flap at cen¬ 
ter, 2” from point. ■

With 250 titles on the mar¬ 
ket and approximately 60 added 
each year, Hot Off The Press is 
definitely a major force to be 
reckoned with.

Romance Charmers 

Clean all the brass pieces 
except the chain and tie tacks 
with soap and water or rubbing 
alcohol. Allow to dry thoroughly. 

Antique all pieces except the 
tie tacks. Use a cotton swab to 
coat the surface of the metal 
with black paint. Immediately 
wipe off the excess paint with a 
paper towel. If you remove too 
much color, reapply the paint 
and wipe again. This process 
should leave color in the crevices 
of the design giving the piece a 
soft antique look and highlight¬ 
ing the details. Let dry. 

To seal, use a very thin layer 
of Glaze-It over the surface to seal 
the piece and retard tarnishing. 

To assemble, use a toothpick 
or craft pick to apply a thin bead 
of E6000 to the undersides of the 
lower arms of the cupids. Use a 
clean pick to press three links of 
the chain ends into the E6000 
along the arms. Let dry. Find 
the center of the 


chain. Use a jump ring to attach 
all charms to the chain with nee¬ 
dle nose pliers. Attach the 
cherub to the center link of the 
chain. Attach the small hearts 
to the three rings on the bottom 
of the cherub. Attach the 
remainder of the charms to the 
chain on every fourth link. 

Apply a small dab of E6000 to 
the pad of the tack and press the 
tack into place between the arms 
on the backsides of the cherubs. 
Let dry. 

To wear, push the tacks through 
the fabric and secure with the 
clutch backs. ■

A Brief History of Ties...

Using sandpa¬ 
per, sand solidly and evenly in 
several directions. We suggest 
holding the plastic up to light 
to see if all areas to be used are 
sanded. 

Lay the prepared plastic 
over the pattern, sanded 
side up and outline with per¬ 
manent marker. NOTE: If 
using a cookie cutter for a pat¬ 
tern, place cutter over plastic 
and trace with marker. 

Color the design using col¬ 
ored pencils. Colors will 
intensify as the plastic shrinks,

select 
lighter 


shades of color. 

NOTE: If using Opake plastic, 
white areas on the design do 
not need color as the plastic 
turns white when shrunk. 

4 Cut out design using scis¬ 
sors. Punch two holes with

4 Single crochet two or three 
stitches in each hole using 
yarn or embroidery thread. At 


the beginning and end of cro¬ 
cheting, pull the loose end of 
yarn or thread under two or 
three stitches to secure.

To apply fabric 
appliques to garment, care¬ 
fully peel the paper backing 
from the fabric and arrange 
on garment. Use a hot iron 
to iron on the appliques, 
holding the iron on each 
area of the applique for 
approximately 5 seconds. 

Do not over iron. If you 
hold the iron on the 
applique too long, the glue 
will tend to migrate to the 
iron. This results in too 
much glue on the applique 
and not enough glue on the 
garment, which will allow 
the applique to loosen from 
the garment when washed. 


Lay fabric with design 
onto ironing surface, wrong 
side up. (We suggest using 
a hard surface such as a 
masonite or wood cutting 
board. We have found that 
ironing on a hard surface 
allows firmer bonding). Lay 
a piece of fusible web on top 
of the fabric with the glue 
web (rough side) against 
the fabric. With a hot iron, 
iron by setting and lifting 
the iron. Iron only for a few 
seconds. You only want to 
transfer the web of glue to 
the fabric, not melt it. Over 
ironing at this point tends 
to make it hard to remove 
the paper backing. To make 
cutting the appliques easier,

26 gauge craft wire

Glo satin ball

3 1/2 yards (2-5/8” wide) wire-edge 
ribbon 
Straight pins

Silk flowers and leaves 

Fern pins 

2-1/4 yards (1-1/2” wide) wire-edge 
ribbon 

26 gauge wire for bows

Cut 1-1/2 yard length of wide wire- 
edge ribbon. Working from both ends, 
pull the wire along one edge to gather. 
Starting at the center of the ribbon, pin 
around the inside of the mirror. Adjust 
gathers and continue to pin ribbons to 
the foam until the entire mirror is cov¬ 
ered. (Note: Heavier tapestiy ribbons 
may take a little less yardage to cover 
the mirror.) 

Working from both ends, pull the 
wires along the opposite edge of the 
ribbon until it lies flat against the 
foam. Pin to hold. 

Remove pins in sections from 
along the inside edge of the mirror. 
Apply glue to the edge of the foam. 
Reposition ribbon and pin in a few 
places to hold. Similarly, remove pins 
and glue opposite edge of ribbon 
around the foam. 

Cut flowers and leaves from 
stems. With fern pins, position on 
foam, overlapping section of ribbon. 

Make a large four loop bow with 
streamers from the remaining wide 
wire-edge ribbon. Make an eight loop 
bow with streamers from the narrower 
wire-edge ribbon and wire to the cen¬ 
ter of the large bow. Glue completed 
bow to the mirror, covering the ends 
of the silk flowers and leaves. Cut the 
ends of the ribbon streamers into a 
“V”. Streamers can be looped and 
glued to the mirror. 

Form a hanger loop from the 
heavy wire. Dip ends of wire into glue 
and push into the back of the mirror, 
at the top. ■

aligning edges. Position fabric wrong 
side up on table surface and place stool 
centered on top (noting that foam is 
sandwiched between stool and fabric.) 

Load staple gun according to 
package instructions. (Note: Test sta¬ 
ple gun on scrap of wood to determine 
where staples will enter wood. Mark 
with tape on the side of the staple gun 
where to place the edge of the wood so 
that staple will consistently be approx¬ 


imately 1/2” from edge of the stool. 

Pull up fabric on one side and sta¬ 
ple once. Turn stool and, directly 
opposite, on the other side of the stool, 
pull up fabric and staple so that fabric 
is stretched smoothly. Do the same 
with the other two ends and then con¬ 
tinue working opposite sides in 
between the staples until the fabric is 
evenly stretched across stool. If stool 
is square, fold and finish corners care¬ 
fully and staple to hold. If stool is 
round, allow fabric to ease in between 
staples (as you do with gathering and 
pinning fabric when sewing). 

Use scissors to trim excess fabric 
next to staples and discard. With glue 
gun on high, glue along staples a few 
inches at a time and place flat braid 
into glue, covering staples all around. 
Along side edge, similarly apply a few 
inches of glue at a time and press rope 
trim into place along edge. ■ 

Michaels Seed Packet Vegetable Box

Paint box inside and out and allow to 
dry thoroughly. 

Cut fronts from seed packets. 
Brush a coat of napkin applique glue 
to back of packet and to area of box 
where packet will be placed. Apply 
packet to box, smoothing out wrinkles 
with your fingers. Let dry several min¬ 
utes, then apply a second coat over top 
of seed packet. Continue applying seed 
packets to entire box, using photo as a 
guide. Apply several coats over entire 
box, allowing to dry between coats. 

Cut foam block to fit box with 
knife. Glue foam inside box using 
glue gun. Clip three branches from 
Swedish ivy using wire cutters and set 
aside for later use. Insert remaining 
ivy bush into foam. 

Arrange large vegetables in and 
around ivy as desired, using photo as 
a guide. Secure with glue gun. Tip the 
lid from back of box and glue in place 
using glue gun. 

Make multi-loop bow from ribbon, 
securing with floral wire and glue onto 
lid. Glue smaller vegetables into bow 
and fill in with reserved ivy. Fill in 
around vegetables and ivy with 
Spanish moss. 

Trace bottom of box onto felt. Cut 
out felt and glue to bottom of box 
using glue gun. 

Flower seed packets also create a great 
look on any size or style box. Add flow¬ 
ers to the top and use as a gift box! ■

The antiqued silver charms do not 
need further finishing. Antique only 
the chain following the antiquing step 
on page 36. When chain is dry, seal

To assemble, use jump rings to 
attach all the charms. Lay out the 
feathers so the small feathers curve 
towards the center. Attach each end of 
the chain to the center hole of each 
concho. Attach a small feather to the 
outside holes on each concho. Find the 
center of the chain and attach the 
largest feather to the center link. 
Attach feathers or drops to every third 
link. The placement,working from the 
center out,is: medium feather, drop, 
small feather, drop, small feather, 
small feather, concho. Apply a small 
dab of glue to the pad of the tack and 
glue to the back upper portion of the 
concho. Let dry. To wear, follow the 
instructions on page 36. ■

Place a “glob” of 
glue on the tie and push the button 
allowing the glue to come up around the 
button. The glue dries clear. You need 
the extra amount of glue to “ooze” 
around the button, acting as a holder. 

To care for your garment, do not 
wash for at least a week. Treat as a fine 
washable. Turn inside out and,for best 
results, hand wash and hang to dry. ■

You 
need the extra amount of glue to “ooze” 
around the button, acting as a holder. 

To care for your garments, do not 
wash for at least a week. Treat as a fine 
washable. Turn inside out and, for best 
results, hand wash and hang to dry. ■ 

Beaded Heart Pin

While glue is still wet, place a few of 
the larger beads and trinkets on the 
heart. Shake on bead mixture, com¬ 
pletely covering glue. Let dry for at 
least 12 hours. 

5. Shake off excess beads and peel 
heart off foil. The glue may not be 
thoroughly dry. 

6. Turn the heart over so the beads are 
facing down. This allows the glue to 
dry from the back side. Let dry for an 
additional 6 hours. 

7. Trim excess glue and beads that may 
have extended over the side of the 
heart. 

8. Touch up the outer edges of the heart 
with black paint and allow to dry. 

9. Apply three coats of Glaze-It to the 
beads for shine, allowing to dry com¬ 
pletely between coats. 

10. Glue on pin back. ■

center area), place napkin pieces into 
glue. Apply a coat of glue over napkins. 

7. For 3-dimensional flower, cut off all 
four corners from non-printed ply of 
napkin border. Apply glue to a petal of 
the silk flower with your finger. Apply 
a comer of napkin over petal, placing 
the point over the center hole. 

Continue process for each petal, trim¬ 
ming to 1/8” around petal. Wrap the 
1/8” over the back of the flower, 
smoothing with your finger. Apply 
napkins to the back of the flower using 
the same procedure, except trim edges

even with front edge. Apply another 
layer of napkin if color of flower shows 
through too dark (work second layer in 
exact same method). Keep adding lay¬ 
ers of napkin until the flower appears 
to pick up border trim of box (which is 
off white or cream color in this case). 
When satisfied with color tone, apply 
final thin coat of glue to entire flower 
on both sides. Allow to dry. Glue 
flower to center of lid using Tacky glue. 
Apply a dot of glue to center of flower 
and apply plastic flower center using 
Tacky glue. If a floating flower look is 
desired rather than flat, allow glue to 
start drying. When glue is still tacky, 
adjust height of petals off box lid. ■

6. Cut netting or lace for curtains. 
NOTE: The length and width will be 
determined by the size of the pillow. 

7. Sew gathered lace across top of win¬ 
dow. 

8. Place window panel and sky fabric 
panel rights sides together. Sew around 
edges, leaving an opening at bottom to 
turn. 

9. Stuff and sew opening closed. 

10. Hand sew ribbon to side of curtain, 
pull curtain back with ribbon and tie in 
a bow. 

11. If desired, embellish pillow with 
acrylic and glitter paints. 

Laundering instructions - Turn inside 
out and treat as a fine washable. For 
best result, hand wash in cool water 
and hang to dry. ■

hole punch at top of design. NOTE: 
Holes must be punched before shrink¬ 
ing, as the plastic becomes very hard. 

5. Pre-heat oven to 275-300 degrees. 
Sprinkle baking board or non-stick 
baking sheet with baby powder and lay 
design on board. Place in center of 
oven or toaster oven and watch it 
shrink. When flat, remove from oven 
and allow to cool. NOTE: If pieces 
begin to shrink immediately when 
placed in oven, the oven temperature is 
too hot. If pieces do not flatten out 
completely after several minutes, 
remove from oven and flatten with 
spatula. 

6. To add shine and a protective finish 
to your design, bmsh on a coat of 
Glaze-It. Use a toothpick to clear glaze 
from holes. Allow to dry completely. 

7. Thread shoe decoration onto shoe 
laces. Place design near toe of shoe so 
it can be seen. ■
